Thiliyear, 
they made national head¬ 
lines by miraculously find¬ 
ing stranded snowboarder 
Jeff Thornton alive a week 
after his disappearance. 
Sadly, triumph turned to 
tragedy when Thornton 
later died. 

“Even though it was a 
bittersweet occasion, it 


doesn’t take away from 
their efforts,” said Mayor 
Doug Hayes, former 
Ch||irman of the 4th of 
July Committee, who sug¬ 
gested that SM Search and 
Rescue be so honored this 
year.

Before there was a Sierra Madre, there was a trail: The 
Mt. Wilson Trail. It is the most historic trail this side of 
the San Gabriel Mountains, and this Saturday, May 23, 
it will be in die forefront with the 32nd annual running 
of the Mt. Wilson Trail Race. All systems are go for the 
event, but with a key element still needed - the atten¬ 
dance of the public. 

The race begins at 7:30 a.m. sharp, with the stait/fin- 
ish at Baldwin Ave. and Kersting Ct. Honoree Jerry 
Carlton will shoot the starting gun, as 250 runners take 
off for their own special glory. The race committee and 
a host of volunteers will be on hand to give assistance 
to the runners and for the success of the race. It takes 
about an hour for the winning runner to cross the finish 
line. Awards will be presented, with the proceedings 
ending by 10:30 a.m. You are needed to cheer these in¬ 
trepid runners on as they head up Bladwin to the trail and 
as they return to cross the finish line. 

Search and Rescue Team member Mike Sullivan will 
announce the race, and members of the Amateur Radio 
Corps will have people up on the trail to keep the crowd 
informed of the race as it progresses. Dr. William White 
will have a display in Kersting Ct. of the historic pic¬ 
tures of the trail, and Orchard Camp, which is the turn¬ 
around point for the runners, etc. 

Sierra Madre Civic Club members arrive at 6:00 a.m. 
to check-in pre-registered runners until 7:15, then later 
record stats as runners cross the finish ilne. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Woman’s Club members will take care of any valu¬ 
ables for runners while they race, and then give out fresh 
oranges donated by Howie’s Ranch Market and Albert¬ 
son’s. Sierra Madre Brewing Company and Starbucks 
have donated coupons for returning runners to have free 
beverages. Thank also go to other supporters; Sierra 
Madre News, Calistoga Water, Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue, Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department, Sier¬ 
ra Madre Police Department, and Power Bars. The Vol¬ 
unteer Firefighters Association has donated a beautifully 
etched map of points along the trail, which will be on 
permanent display at the start of the trail. 

The race, first mn in 1908, is the second oldest foot 
race in California, and it has become a major Sierra 
Madre event, for spectators as well as runners. This is a 
great start for your holiday weekend, and we look for¬ 
ward very much to having you attend this Saturday 
morning.

There has always been a 
romanticized notion of 
struggling against adversi¬ 
ty, of bucking incredible 
odds. From boxing’s orig¬ 
inal Cinderella Man, Jim¬ 
my Braddock, to Heming¬ 
way’s Santiago, there is a 
perception of dignity and 
nobility that goes along 
with a person doing what 
just about everybody else 
says can’t be done. 

To the underdog, how¬ 
ever, it’s not a matter of 
nobility.

A 
battle that won’t end with 
her ranning down Baldwin 
Avenue an hour or two, or 
even three hours later. A 
battle that will continue to 
challenge her creativity 
and persistence for anoth¬ 
er six months. 

Nelson comes from a 
family of Republicans, 
with the exception of one 
uncle. “I think it was most¬ 
ly out of fear, coming out 
of the McCarthy era,” she

says. Nelson, however, is a 
staunch Democrat, and it 
was two years ago, when 
working on the unsuccess¬ 
ful campaign of Dr. David 
Levering to unseat Con¬ 
gressman David Dreier, 
that she decided to try her 
hand at staging her own 
election run. Levering, of 
course, is not alone; since 
1980, candidates have tak¬ 
en their cracks at Dreier’s 
seat, and since 1980, they 
have been unsuccessful. 
Nelson is not daunted. 

“I really enjoyed the 
process of working on his 
(Levering’s) campaign,” 
Nelson says. “Also, as 
itime has gone on. I’ve got¬ 
ten more and more worried 
about healthcare. Doctors 
have been extremely pas¬ 
sive about the deteriora¬ 
tion of the industry. May¬ 
be the way around it is to 
get into a position of pow¬ 
er.” 

Nelson has noticed the 
difference between work¬ 
ing on someone else’s 
campaign and running a 
campaign of her own, 
however. “It’s orders of 
magnitude more challeng¬ 
ing and complicated,” she 
says. Aspects of it are en¬ 
joyable, as well, however; 
particularly, she enjoys 
meeting people as she 
speaks, and says that the 
process has affirmed her 
faith in human nature. “It’s

I’ve said it before, and I’ll say it 
again: When there’s an event scheduled 
in Sierra Madre, you can count on excel¬ 
lent weather. Call it God, call it Mother 
Nature, call it just dumb luck, but that’s 
the way it works out. Having said that. 
I’ll knock on wood because I don’t want 
Councilman Stockly mad at me if I jinx 
Saturday’s Trail Race. Anyway, last 
weekend was no exception, as the 
Friends of the Library Art Fair was held 
over two of the most beautiful days of 
the year to date. 

Some rainy weather earlier in week 
may have frightened off some exhibi¬ 
tors; the final tally of 115 who showed 
up was down a little bit from last year; 
however, if the quantity of exhibits was 
down, the quality was certainly up. Said 
Christine Soldate, President of the 
Friends of the Sierra Madre Library, 
“The artists are of a very, very high cal¬ 
iber this year.” 

The Art Fair is one of the Friends of 
the Library’s four major annual fund¬ 
raisers (The others being the Wine Tast¬ 
ing, Jazz on the Green, and the bi¬ 
monthly Used Book Sale). 18% of the 
gross take from the Art Fair goes the 
Friends of the Library, and another 1% 
goes to the City of Sierra Madre. The 
1997-98 donation from the Friends of 
the Library to the Sierra Madre Public 
Library totalled $36,000. Additionally, 


the Friends of the Library fund capital 
improvement projects for the library. 
Donations are tax-deductible, and if 
you’re looking to help one of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s public institutions, consider join¬ 
ing the Friends of the Sierra Madre Li¬ 
brary. Pick up a membership form at the 
Library; memberships are $5 for stu¬ 
dents, $10 for individuals, and $15 for 
couples. 

In addition to traditional ‘art’ forms 
such as painting, drawing, etc., the 
Friends of the Library Art Fair had a 
couple of traditional favorite performing 
artists. The Strolling Jazz Trio, Art Fair 
regulars, were around strolling. And 
playing jazz. And there were three of 
them. Nancy Mitchell and her puppet 
show is also always a favorite with both 
kids and adults alike. “She’s here every 
year, and every year, we have to book 
her early,” said event co-chair Sharon 
Murphy. 

As for the artists and craftsman, first 
of all, let’s plug local Djibril N’doye. 
Djibril, a Sierra Madre resident and 
close personal friend of Councilman 
Glenn Lambdin, was on-hand with a 
wide range of pieces. An artist of inter¬ 
continental reputation, N’doye’s work 
was recently admired by Los Angeles 
Mayor Richard Riordan at an exhibit.

regular basis, and it brought a lot of pride to Sierra 
Madre.” 

Reached late last night by telephone, long-time 
Search and Rescue member Arnold Galfrey accepted the 
recognition on behalf of his team. “We’re very honored,” 
Gaffrey told 4th of July Committee Chairman Hank 
Landsberg. Although not entirely unprecedented, this 
year will mark the first time in a decade that a multiple 
Grand Marshal has been selected. When notified of the 
choice,.former Mayor George Maurer responded, 
“That’s a good idea. Put them up front and give them 
some recognition.” 

Sierra Madre Search and Rescue acquired its own 
rescue station, at 1901 Stonehouse, last year. The team 
is always looking for new members, but although it’s a 
volunteer organization, membership requirements are 
stringent. Members must be at least 25 years of age, live 
within 20 minutes of Sierra Madre, and undergo a se¬ 
ries of extensive training. For those who are up to the 
challenge, however, the aren’t many volunteer efforts 
more rewarding than saving lives. 

Search and Rescue Team Members spend approxi¬ 
mately 800 hours a year training, and the team goes out 
on an average of 80 to 100 calls annually, with individ¬ 
ual members expected to participate in at least half of 
the calls. They specialize in mountain and swift water 
rescues. Says team member Robert Sheedy, “The bot¬ 
tom line is, anytime anyone out there needs help, we’re 
going to be there.” 

Congratulations to all members of the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team for being named Marshal of 
the 4th of July Parade. You’ve earned it!
